There is not much doubt but that 


the next Senate will be Democratic). 
There ia only room for speculation as 
to the extent of the majority which 
that party will have. A change of 
politics m this country, if permanent, 
makes itself felt in the Senate usu- 
ally three or four-yews after it has 
gained the House. It will be going 
on in the former branch of the Na- 
tional Legislature when it has ceased 
in the other, or is in fact declining. 
Thus while every session of the Sen- 
ate for the past four years haa wit- 
oemed 'the introduction Of fresh 
Democratic elements, the power of 
the Democracy in the House has been 
fulling off. This of course results 
from the longer terms which the Sen- 
ators enjoy. No new political move- 
ment can make an impression on the 
Senate inside of two years, and then 
it can only be a very faint one. Pos- 
session oannot be gained of it inside 
of six years or eight years, and then 
only be a soi-t of tidal wave of poli- 
tics. 


A Democratic Senate may there- 


fore be regarded us among the cer- 
tainties of politics, though it is prob- 
able that the lost leinforcement will 
be somewhat modified. Thus the 
Republicans hold the balance power 
in the North Carolina Legislature. 
As a consequence, no Senator can be 
elected who is distasteful to that 
party. But the future of the House 
is involved in a great deal more ob- 
scurity. As between the Democrats 
and the Republicans the chances are 
decidedly in favor of the latter for 
several reasons. One of them is that 
the Democratic reaction culminated 
in the House before the present one. 
If the party had acted in accordance 
with the dictates of justice, it would 
have but a bare majority of one or 
two in the present House. But in- 
stead of this, it made a good working 
majority for itself. Another reason 
is that the sudden apparation of the 
"solid South" cannot fail to result in 
a similar masting together of the 
North. Further, a new element has 
appeared on the scene. It is the 
amalgamated Greenback and Labor 
party, The first of these movements 
drew heavily, from the Republicans, 
the second from, the Democrats. But 
the combined effect has been, no far, 
more disastrous to the Democracy 
than the Republicans. 


In this State the Democratic party 


has been reduced to a mere faction, 
though it has the State administra- 
tion, and was supreme in the late 
Legislature. This will be its faith, 
more or less poiutedl], all over the 
North. In the South it is also losing 
from the same cause. 
It would 


seom, therefore, that we have chiefly 
to ooi sider in the political field at 
present is a great and widespread 
mutiny in *he Democratic ranks. If 
this be the true definition, the next 
House will be a three oornerej one, 
with a plurality on the side of the 
Republiouns. Whether the Demo- 
crats or the new party men will have 
the larger number is something that 
cannot- be determined in the present 
state of facts. But the probabilities 
are on the side of the former.
